Ray, named in an FBI com- 
plaint as having entered into a 
conspiracy to shoot King, cov- 
ered all 50 states, Canada, Mex- 
ico, Portugal, England and oth- 
er countries.

The widespread fear of either a Com- 


munist or a right-wing conspiracy which 
swept the country after the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy has not been 
present after the murder of Senator Robert 
Kennedy. Nevertheless President Johnson's 
appointment of a special panel to study, not 
only this crime but the causes of violence 
in the United States, was a wise one. 


It's been charged that ours is a violent 


society, that our tradition of the frontier, 
our aggression against the Indians, our 
policy of Manifest Destiny, the racketeers 
of the prohibition era, the Mafia, have set 
us apart from other Western democracies 
and the more tightly controlled nations of 
the Far East. Involved in this too is the 
tradition of individualism in the United 
States and certainly the growing insistence 
of each man to be the judge of his actions. 
This may in part be a reaction against the 
"other-directed" 
influences 
of 
society 


which were so prominent in the last few 
decades. The movies and television have 
perpetuated this image of the American as 
a two-fisted, two-gun bully with a chip on 
his shoulder. 


If this is the case, certainly we are now 


faced with a bitter harvest. The murders of 
Dr. King and the two Kennedys made 
headlines but everyday there are other,

society to save it, who cling to the past no 
matter what it does in discriminating, the 
sadists who live among us — these must be 
controlled and restrained. The panel, 
headed by Dr. Milton Eisenhower, has a 
large assignment that could influence 
considerably the future of a great many 
Americans.

Moscow had 
its fingers burned in several 
newly independent black states 
in the early 1960s and lost 
interest in Africa for a while. 


Nigeria had diplomatic ties 


with Russia but leaned heavily 
toward the West until the 
assassination of Prime Minis- 
ter Abubakar Tafawa Balewa 
in January 1966. The civil war 
in Nigeria opened the door to 
greater Soviet influence in 
Africa's most populous nation. 


The U.S. State Department 


rejected the Lagos 
govern- 


ment's request for emergency 
arms purchases last year to 
help quell the Biafra rebellion. 


RUSSIA SENT MIG'S 


Nigeria t h e n approached 


Russia which quickly provided 
MIG15 and MIG17 jet fighters, 
patrol boats, other military 
hardware and instructors. Now 
there is a Russian cultural 
center in Lagos, a Soviet- 
Nigerian Friendship 
Society 


and dealers for Moskvich cars. 
Tons of Soviet propaganda 
have poured into Nigeria. 


Reports from Kampala say 


Uganda has taken delivery of 
at least six Russian superson- 
ic MIG jets. About 30 Soviet 
and Czech technicians are 
supervising assembly of the 
planes at a specially built 
airfield at Gulu in northern 
Uganda, sources said. Other 
planes of Uganda's tiny air 
force operate from the inter- 
national airport in Entebbe. 


President M i l t o n Obote's 


government resisted Soviet aid 
offers until recently when it 
agreed to accept a $2.8 million 
tractor training center. Russia 
is also reported ready to help 
finance a $11.2 million cotton 
spinning mill in the northern 
Ugandan town of Lira and 
promised to take half the 
mill's output. 


The Sudan concluded an 


arms agreement with Russia 
following the Middle East war 
and modern weapons, includ- 
ing aircraft, are reported in 
the pipeline for the Khartoum 
government. 


The Soviet Union is quietly 


expanding its economic influ- 
ence in Congo (Brazzaville), 
which also has close ties with 
Communist China, and in four 
French-speaking West African 
states. 


Moscow granted Brazzaville

plant, a hotel and may assist 
in mineral exploration. 


In Senegal, Mali, Guinea and 


the Cameroon Republic, Rus- 
sia proffered either straight

r. o mic-technical cooperation. 
Financing usually is through 
ruble credits repayable at the 
low rate of 2.5 per cent a year 
over 12 to 20 years. 
ACTIVE IN INDIAN OCEAN 


Perhaps the most significant 


Soviet moves in this part of 
the world are its increased 
support for black "freedom 
fighters" combating minority 
white rule on the southern tip 
of Africa and Russian opera- 
tions in the Indian Ocean. 


Increasing amounts of Soviet 


and Czech weap. is have been 
taken from terrorist infiltra- 
tors killed or captured in 
Portuguese Angola and Mo- 
zambique and in Rhodesia. 


Until recently Russian war- 


ships have not operated in the 
Indian Ocean. A Soviet guided 
missle cruiser showed the flag 
this year at Mogadishu, capi- 
tal of the Somali Republic. 


Three warships from Rus- 


sia's Pacific Fleet, supported 
by supply vessels, visited the 
Indian ports of Bombay and 
Madras. 


The Indian navy acquired 


Soviet submarines and will 
also get at least three swift 
destroyer e s c o r t s . Indian 
crews are reported training 
now in Russia to man them. 


Joint Russian-Indian naval 


maneuvers in the 
Indian 


Ocean were suggested in Feb- 
ruary by Adm. Nikolai Gorsh- 
kov during a visit to India. 
India is understood to be 
studying a Soviet request for 
regular facilities for its war- 
ships in Indian ports. 


"Danger signs for South 


Africa are evident," said Gen. 
J. P. Verster, chief of the 
South African air force. 


"China and Russia are try- 


ing to fill the gap which will 
be caused by Britain's with- 
drawal from the Indian Ocean 
and are showing particular 
interest in Africa. As they 
establish their militay influ- 
ence in Africa and the Indian 
Ocean, ever more attempts 
will be made to infiltrate into 
southern Africa. 


"The aim, as in Vietnam, 


will be to create and wage 
guerrilla warfare which even- 
tually, so they hope, will 
escalate into a more compre- 
hensive power struggle," Vers- 
ter said.

MADISON — It is with some 


nostalgia, if not with serious 
regret, that the longtime re- 
porter at the statehouse con- 
templates the legal extinction 
on July 1 of the State Conser- 
vation Commission, about 41 
years after its creation by the 
legislature for the policy direc- 
tion of a comprehensive natur- 
al resources protection and 
management program. 


It was the Conservation 


Wyngaard 


Commission, in a manner of 
speaking, that provided the 
impetus for the creation of a 
State Capitol news service by 
this correspondent when he 
left college, and to a consider- 
able degree provided the justi- 
fication for its survival. It was 
during a period of rapidly 
broadening interest in the out- 
doors and in resource prob- 
lems. The Conservation Com- 
mission and its subordinate 
administrative officials were 
amoung the principal news 
makers in the state govern- 
ment establishment. Perhaps a 
slight boast may be permitted 
here. This reporter has at- 
tended virtually all of the 
commission's monthly meet- 
ings during a period of three 
decades, which p r o b a b l y 
means more than any other 
person now involved in con- 
servation affairs, directly or 
indirectly. 


IN INTEGRATED ^ DEPART- 
MENT 


The commission within a 


few weeks will lose its identity 
and become a part of the 
integrated Department of Na- 
tural Resources, achieved with 
considerable political travail a 
year ago in the enactment of 
the Kellett state govenment 
reorganization act. 


The commission and its al- 


lies, professional and amateur, 
put up a bitter resistance and 
it was only when the state 
administration, f e ar i n g the 
loss 
of the 
entire Kellett 


effort, offered a compromise 
that the legislature accepted 
it. 


That f i g h t had several 


causes. Over more than 40 
years the idea of the "six man 
commission" had attained a 
kind of mystique, a magical 
appeal among thousands of 
good citizens who didn't quite 
know why. More directly in- 
volved were the worries of the 
officers affected about their 
rank, prestige, and even their 
jobs. As the incident ended, 
however, the principal men 
among them got the protection 
they wanted. Far from resent- 
ing their experience today, 
they are going about saying 
that the new system of a 
consolidated administration of 
the variety of agencies for- 
merly working independently 
is a sound and fruitful one. 


CONFORMS TO TIMES 


It may be rude to remind 


them of the fact, but that was 
exactly what more objective 
students of state administra- 
tion, no less concerned about 
intelligent conservation p r o- 
grams, were saying from the 
beginning. The all-encompass- 
ing natural resources board is 
as logical and necessary a 
response to the problems and 
conditions of 1968 as was the 
creation of the Conservation 
Commission in 1927 when it 
was also conceived as a means 
of pulling together related but 
separate services. 


Even with the controversial 


background of the creation of 
the new board last year, the 
operations of the Conservation 
Commission in recent times 
stand in refreshing contrast to 


the r e c u r r e n t and violent 
troubles it experienced in its 
earlier days. 


Undoubtedly it was a reflec- 


tion of the deep public interest 
and concern in conservation 
affairs — and the unwavering 
conviction 
of thousands of 


sportsmen 
that they knew 


more about outdoors manage- 
ment needs than did 
the 


officials in charge — but the 
pioneers in the service lived 
dangerously. In a little over 40 
years the Conservation De- 
partment has had seven direc- 
tors, for example. Some of 
them served only a year or 
two. The only man whose 
tenure was closest to that of 
the present department chief- 
tain, Lester Voigt, was fired 
after a change of state gov- 
ernment political administra- 
tion more than 25 years ago. 
V O I G T 'RECOGNIZES 
CHANGES 


Mr. Voigt, now secretary of 


the consolidated department, 
has served as conservation 
administrative chief 
for 
13 


years and has shown a skillful 
adaptation to his changing 
environment. With broadened 
responsibilities resulting from 
the integration act has come a 
broader constituency and less 
chance of a recurrence of the 
periodic explosions of the ear- 
ly days. As one of the deans of 
his profession in the country, 
he can doubtless look forward 
to indefinite tenure in his 
office without the explicit pro- 
tection of law.

'Gifted by Nature' 


Speaking of Robert Kennedy, 


Archbishop Cooke, his hands 
raised, said, "Gifted by nature 
to a rare degree, he might have 
sought a life less arduous, a 
manner of life that left more 
time for personal interest and 
for the enjoyment of the won- 
derful family with which God 
blessed him. 


"Instead, he chose the broad- 


er, more demanding challenge 
of public service, seeing it as an 
opportunity to build a better 
world for all his fellowmen. He 
died in the course of that serv- 
ice." 


Four men who sought the 


presidency with Kennedy were 
seated in the great cathedral- 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey, Sen. Eugene J. Mc- 
Carthy, former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and Gov. Nel- 
son A. Rockefeller. 


From the centuries-old gran- 


deur of the Roman Catholic Re- 
quiem, the body of the slain sen- 
ator will be borne to Washington 
in a 21-car train carrying about 
1,000 persons. The mahogany 
casket will rest on a foot-high 
platform, draped in red velvet. 


Johnsons Entered 


The mourners rose as the 


President and his wife entered 
the church. The Johnsons were 
escorted to a pew just to the left 
of the casket and they knelt in a 
brief prayer before sitting. 


Mrs. John F. Kennedy, widow 


of the assassinated president 
and sister-in-law of the senator, 
wearing a black lace mantilla, 
arrived 
moments later and 


knelt by the coffin before taking 
her seat. She was accompanied 
by her children, John Jr. and 
Caroline. 


The mourners rose again as 


the widow of the slain senator, 
her face covered by a black 
veil, was escorted by Sen. Ed- 
ward M. Kennedy, the last sur- 
vivor of the four Kennedy sons. 
Her lips moved silently, as 
though in prayer. 


After the family was seated, 


voices of the choir filled the
